Senator H. F. Weis of Le 
Sueur, and its secr<*tary, Mayor P., 
C. Irwin of Belle Plaine. Other m ein-: 
hers of the committee who were pres­ 
ent were Senator Ju liu s A. Coiler of 
Shakopee, Senator August Poehler of 
Henderson, Senator S. D. Works af 
Mankato, and Senator C. A. Johnson 
j of St. Peter.

Congressman Davis favors the pro- j 
ject, and he advised his callers 
to 
draft a petition to congress asking 
for an appropriation to m ake the 
I Minnesota navigable. This suggestion 
probably will be adopted, but before 
this is done the committee will call a 
meeting of the drainage advocates 
and arrange for the organization of 
a river improvement association.

There appear to be two ideas which 
have led up to the invention of the 
modern anchor—first, that of attach ­ 
ing the vessel by m eans of a rope 
or chain to a weight sufficiently heavy 
to keep the vessel from moving when 
the weight has sunk to the bottom of 
the sea. and. second, that of using a 
hook Instead of or in addition to the 
weight, so as to catch in the bottom. 
The English word anchor is practical­ 
ly the same as tbe Latin ancora and

The earliest anchors made on the 
hook prim (pie probably only had one 
fluke instead of two. In the “Sussex 
Archaeil, Coll.’’ there is an illustration 
of w hat has been surmised to be an 
anchor m ade out. of the natural forked 
branch of a tree. 
It was found with 
an ancient British canoe at Burpham. 
Sussex. There is iii the British m use­ 
um an interesting leaden anchor with 
two flukes bearing a Greek inscrip­ 
tion.
